The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 1, line 15 delete "outer". 

In the specification, page 8, line 33, change "spring 7" to -spring 19—. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed safety device for a bolt-action firearm comprising; a safety 
control member capable of being selectively located in one of a first, second and third positions 
so as to control movement of the trigger and the bolt. The safety control member having a bolt 
blocking part capable of engaging with the bolt and first, second and third positioning holes 
arranged on a circle. The safety device further comprising a trigger blocking member slidably 
fitted in a sliding hole of a casing fastened to a lower part of a firearm receiver, the sliding hole 
being provided in the surface of one of the side walls of the casing on which the safety control 
member is supported. The sliding hole opening into a space in which the upper arm of the 
trigger moves, the trigger blocking member having a trigger blocking part capable of moving so 
as to be advanced into and retracted from a moving path of the upper arm of the trigger and a

spring urging the trigger blocking member fitted in the sliding hole toward the safety control 
member. Wherein the bolt blocking part of the safety control member is engaged with the bolt to 
block the movement of the bolt when the safety control member is located in the first position, 
and is disengaged to permit the bolt to be operated when the safety control member is located in 
the second or third position and the trigger blocking part of the trigger blocking member blocks 
the movement of the trigger when the safety control member is located in the first or the second 
position.
